Seventeen members of the Frederic 
Township Volunteer Fire Department 
and Frederic Emergency Ambulance 
squads were bonored recently with 
“Golden Pin of Lite” awards. 

The awards were given for saving 
the lives of two accident victims in a 
May 1993 head-on collision in Frederic 
‘Township. 
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“We had practiced the same 
procedures we used in rescuing the 
victims only onc week before the 
accident,” Frederic Fire Chief Ken 
Halstead said. “Saving a life makes 
the job well worth the effort.” 

According to Halstead, the accident 
happened late at night during severe 
rain and fog. The two vehiclescollided 
head on, trapping three victims in one 
car and one victim in the other, 

The Frederic volunteers were on 
the scene within five minutes of being 
called, and used the jaws-of-life to 
remove the top, ove door and the 
dashboard from one vehicte, and both 
doors off the other vehicle. Two ofthe 
victims were in immediate life 
threatening danger and another had 
sustained serious myuries. All of the 
vicuums were freed and on their way to 
area hospitals within 30 minutes. 

Halstead said because of quick 
achon, proper trainings and good 
equipment, allofthe victims recoverca. 


The “Golden Pin of Life” awards 
were presented by Ray Haring, 
represenung Holmatro Rescue 
Equipment. The awards are part ofa 
program by Holmatrorccognizing fire 
and rescue squads that have saved 
lives while using Holmatro equipment, 

“Pye only given five of these 
awards in Michigan in the last five 
years,” Haring said, “The Frederic 


volunteers should be very proud of 
doing a great job.” 

Receiving “Golden Pin of Life” 
awards were Jim Stoddard, Dennis 
Wallace, Mike Wargo, Gale Watts, 
Mitch Baker, Randy Richardson, 
Ilaine Baldwin, Steve Wilson, Dan 
Pratt, Robert Wargodr,, Ken Halstead, 
Rose Ann Owens, Brian Filbert, Dana 
Pratt, Sally Weaver and Clara Varco. 


Three of the five townships which 
have not voted on the amendment 
would have to approve it, before the 
final decision is made by the 
Department of Natural Resources.

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County commissioners vote, 5-1, to dissolve 
local community corrections board

The Crawton) County Board of 
Commusstoners voted S-to-b to 
dissolve the state funded community 
corrections program for the county at 
us regular Wednesday, March 9 
MECUNE. 

The dissolution came on the 
recommendauion of the Crawford 
County Community Corrections 
Advisory Board (CCAB), which had 
earlier voted to disband and dissolve 
the program, The program had 
financed a jail work-release program 
and provided drug and alcohol 
rehabilitation counscling for local jail 
inmates since 1978. 

When no inmates received services 


in the first six-months of 1993, the 
state Office of Comniuntty Comections 
moved to cancel the program in 
Crawford County. A majority of the 
Crawford County commissioners 
agreed, and voted to dissolve the 
program, 

Commissioner Robert Smock cast 
the only dissenting vote. Smock ts the 
Director of New Life Community 
Services, the main service provider of 
the community correclions grant in 
Crawlord County, 

The dissoludion of the CCAB 
program led some CCAB board 
members (o express their concerns 
about politics getting in the way of 
progress, 

“Tt was a better alternative than 


incarceration,” said Judge Alton Davis, 
who saton the CCAB. “We have todo 
somethiag other than warehouse 
people. Prisons are not solving, the 
problem. We have to intervene every 
place we have a right, 

“We haven't spent aonickle on 
community corections this year” he 
sad, The grant weat through the 
commussioners and they wouldn't 
allocate any funds. Jt’s politics, 
poles, polilics,” 

Davis sam the ideal pomt of 
Intervention is at the Probate Court 
level, but with the prisons overflowing, 
the state is concentrating on relieving 
the adult prison problem, 

“The commissioners did not stop 
the program because of politics,” 


Commissioner Loren Goodale said, 
Goodale sat on the CCAB as a county 
representative as required in Public 
ACES 

“The program ended because 
judges are not sending people to jail 
whoqualify forcommunily correcuons 
services,” he added. "The state 
changed the contract requirements to 
make them based on performance. Tf 
there is no performance, there is no 
money.” 

Goodale had told — the 
commissionces at their Feb. 9 meeting, 
one month before they voted to 
dissolve the board, the CCAB may

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Legislation honors Hartwick Pines pioneer 


E. Genevieve Gillette (1898-1986), 
a legendary volunteer who helped the 
state acquire Hartwick Pines, would 
receive a special honor under 
legislation approved recently by the 
Michigan House of Representatives. 

State Rep. Beverly A. Bodem, R- 
Alpena, successfully amended House 
Bill 5064 to name a proposed state 
parks endowment fund after Gillette, 
Michigan’s foremost park activist. 

“Michigan owesa debt of gratitude 
to Miss Gillette. As we mark the 
system’s 75th anniversary, it’s time to 
build on her impressive legacy,” said 
Bodem. “Naming this fund after her is 
an appropriate gesture. During a 
lifetime of dedication to Michigan’s 
parks, Genevieve Gillette was able to 
make a difference.” 

According to Jon Rothele, former 
Hartwick Pines Assistant Park 
Manager/Naturalist and friend of 
Genevieve Gillette’s, Miss Gillette 
graduated from Michigan Agricultural 
College as a landscape architect and 
horticulturist. She was the first female 
graduate in that field at the school. 

Inapproximately 1921, she became 
a landscape architect for a group of 
wealthy Detroit families including the 
Ford and Dodge families. Invited to 
tea by one of her employers, Gillette 
was introduced to Karen Hartwick, 
who mentioned she had purchased a 
parcel of land near Grayling as a 
surprise for her husband when he 
retumed from the war (WWII). But 
her husband, Major Edward Hartwick, 
had died in France in 1918, and 
Hartwick didn’t know what to do with 
the land. 

Gillette was a close friend of PJ. 
Hoffmaster, the director of the 
Michigan Conservation Department, 
and she urged Hartwick to give the 
land to the new Michigan State Park 
Commission for a state park and as a 
living memorial to Major Hartwick. 

Atthe request of Hartwick, Gillette 
drove to Grayling in her Model-A 
Ford to inspect the property. The land 
was more than 8,000acres of clear-cut 
area, which included an 80 acre parcel 
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of virgin pines which had not been cut 
because it was considered to be of 
inferior quality. Gillette walked to the 
stand of pines from Highway 27 and 
found the land very suitable for a state 
park. 


In October, 1927, Hartwick 
presented the land to Hoffmaster for 
use as a State park. Two conditions 
were put on the donation: a road to the 
stand of pines was to be built, and a 
building memorializing Major 
Hartwick was to be built. 


Later Gillete, a Lansing native, 
scouted the state for areas with park 
potential. She helped to locate other 
parks including Ludington and 
Sleeping Bear. Still later, Gillette 
founded the Michigan Parks

Association, a group that was 
instrumental in getting a $100 million 
state bond issue passed for parks and 
recreation in 1969. For these 
achievements and many others, 
Gillette was inducted into the Michigan 
Women’s Hall of Fame. In the 1960s, 


she served on the federal Committee 
on Recreation and Natural Beauty in 
the Lyndon Johnson administration. 

Until her death in 1986, Genevieve 
Gillette was a frequent visitor at the 
Hartwick Pines State Park. When she 
died, her estate purchased six miles of 
Lake Huron shoreline for the parks 
system. 

The endowment fund legislation is 
part of the Michigan State Parks 
Initiative, a bi-partisan package 
designed to provide important seed 
money for the future of the state park 
system. The 106th District lawmaker 
said the landmark plan would ensure a 
stable and consistent source of funding 
for parks and restore the integrity of 
the Natural Resources Trust Fund 
(NRTF) by protecting it from 
additional diversions. 

The Gillette State Parks 
Endowment Fund would receive 
money from the NRTF along with 
private contributions. Lawmakers also 
hope to direct $40 million into the 
Gillette Fund from the sale of the state 
Accident Fund. 

"The Gillette Fund could be a 
constant source of money for state 
parks’ operations, maintenance and 
capital improvements,” Bodem said. 
"By passing this initiative, Michigan 
would help preserve the park system 
so carefully constructed by Genevieve 
Gillette and other visionaries.”

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Recall-mania continues for commissioners

‘The process of recalling three of the 
six members of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners has passed 
its second test. 

The Board of Election 
Commissioners approved language on 
recall petitions filed against 
commissioners Robert McLachlan, 
Loren Goodale and Larry Matis during 
clarity hearings March 24 and 29 at 
the County Building. 

The petitions were sponsored by 
Garland “Bud” Joyce against 
McLachlan in District 4, Joseph 
Callewaertagainst Goodale in District 
2, and by Richard Johnson against 
Mattis in District 6. 


The hearings were scheduled to rule 
on if the language in the petitions was 
clear and understandable enough for a 
registered voter signing the petition. 
Statements on the petition about the 
person in office do not have to be 
factually correct, according to Beth 
Wieland, county clerk and member of 
the Election Commission. 


The petitions each state that the 
commissioners voted to approve an 
amendment to the county solid waste 
management plan, allowing a total of 
26 counties to dispose of household 
waste at the former Crawford-Otsego 
Landfill, now owned and operated by 
City Environmental Services Inc. of 
Waters, The vote was taken “three 


days prior to notice in the local 
newspaper of a scheduled public 
forum. 

“This seemly whitewashes any 
questions concerning the safety, health 
and welfare of the citizenry of the 
county, or the impacts on the wildlife, 
water resources or the environment,” 
according to the petition language. It 
further states that the scheduling of the 
public forum after the vote, “denies 
the public’s right to any meaningful 
voice or debate on this controversial 
issue.” 

While noting certain inconsistencies 
within each petition, the three-member 
board voted unanimously to approve 
the petitions. Besides Wieland, the 
board consist of County Treasure Joe 


Wakeley and Probate Judge John 
Hunter. 

Ironically during the three hearings, 
notone of the sponsors or the individual 
county commissioners were presentat 
the hearings. Callewaert attended the 
March 24 hearing, stating he was in 
attendance on behalf of Joyce. At the 
two hearings on March 29, Callewaert 
appeared briefly before the hearings, 
filing two letters with the Election 
Commission. 

The petitions are valid for 180 days, 


or 90 days after the first signature is 


collected. However, any recall effort 
will have to be compieted before June 
30. According to state law, no public. 
official can be recalled during his final 
six months in office.

Calling it “just another attempt to 
keep Frederic from moving on,” 
Frederic Township Supervisor Brian 
Hulbert responded to a petition effort 
that would recall him from office. 

Hulbert is the latest public official 
to be targeted with a recall petition. 
Hulbert joins county commissioners 
Robert MacLachlan, Loren Goodale 
and Lawrence Mattis as subjects of 
recall petitions. 

The petition to recall Hulbert is 
being sponsored by Frederic resident 
Dean Welch, who worded the petition, 
“We believe that he (Hulbert) has, 
while being the elected Frederic 
Township supervisor, cast votes and 
tried to influence others to vote in 
‘favor ofissuesconceming CES W (City 
Environmental Services Inc. of 
Waters) while he and family members 
have admittedly accepted expensive 
gratuities from CESW, as reported by 
the Detroit News and other news 
media. We believe that under state 
Statutes and Attorney General’s 
opinion, he has acted with a definite 


conflict of interest and not in the best 
interest of the environment and/or the 
citizens of Frederic Township or 
Crawford County.” 

“I don’t think I’ve ever tried to 
influence anyone,” Hulbert said. “It’s 
gratifying to know I have so much 
power. Idon’tdeny I went toaPiston’s 
game as a commissioner, but I don’t 
think that was a conflict.” 

Hulbert was a member of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners when the landfill was 
sold by the Crawford-Otsego Landfill 
Authority to CESW. 


“My interest is the environment,” 
Hulbert said. “The landfill needs to be 
cleaned up and the county didn’t do it. 
What's happening now is not getting it 
cleaned up any faster.” 

The petition will be the subject of 
aclarity hearing on Monday, April 11 
at 7 p.m. to determine if the petition 
language is clear and understandable. 

If they determine the petition 
wording is proper, Welch will have 90 
days from the date of the first signature, 
or 180 days total, to gather the proper 
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amount of signatures to force a recall 
election. Welch’s petition must 
contain signatures from 25 percent of 
the total number of Frederic Township 
voters who voted in the last 
gubernatorial election to force arecall. 

According to Deputy County Clerk 


Sandy Moore, Welch’s petition needs 
79 signatures, 

“I question whether he (Welch) is 
‘concerned about the environment,” 
Hulbert added. 

Welch could not be reached for 
comment.

Ross, each star on the flag represents an individual state and the thirteen stripes represent the original 13 | 


f colonies. 


The American Flag was adopted as the national banner on June 14, 1777, almost one year after the 
‘Declaration of Independence, and ten years prior to the Constituéional Convention, | 
| You may also be familiar with the official flag of the State of Michigan, It’s a navy blue flag with an elk | 
i and a stag standing on their rear legs facing each other with the state shield between them. On top of the shield 
fis an eagle. A banner beneath the shield says, “Si Quaeris Peninsulam Amoenam Circumspice,” (If youseek | 

a pleasant peninsula, look about you).

J’ll bet most of you don’t realize that Crawford County, too, has its own official flag, There is only one in 
lexistence. It hangs in the courthouse above the double doers of the district courtropm. 
| The flags of all the counties of Michigan were created in 1940 by the J.L. Hudson Co. with the active | 
| cooperation of county schools, county clerks, chambers of commerce and Michigan newspapers. 

The design of each flag represents the industry, landmarks, natural resources, recreational facitities, | 
historical events and civic projeets of cach county. Kach flag is five fect by eight feet in size, and made of 


colored silk fabrit. 


Sketches of all 83 flags were published in the Detroit Free Press in 1940, and when completed, the finished 
fags were exhibited at the Hudson store in Detroit in September of that year. 
The Crawford County flag includes many colors. A wide fringe of purple surrounds a basic white | 
background, A circle in the center of the Mag is green. Within the circle are six white military tents beneath 
ia waving red, white and blue stars and stripes. The American flag flys from a yellow flag-pole. 
Above the green circle on the white background is the name “CRAWFORD” in large red letters, 
The Crawford County flag is the only one of the 83 Michigan county flags which also features an American 
flag, and it’s the only one with a military theme, 
The next time you’re in the courthouse, try to remember to take a look at the county flag, a small part of

‘David Lemmen, state Probation and 
Parole Agent for Crawford County 
and member of the CCAB said, “Many 
of the services provided through the 
community corrections contracts will 
continue through other agencies, 
That’s not the problem. The problem 
is that short sightedness and 
vindictiveness is stopping $42,000 a 
year at the Crawford County border 
that was going into the local economy. 

“There was a Public Act 511 
contract in place for New Life 
Community Services, and the county 
board would not approve it,” Lemmen 
added. 

Between 1978 and 1990, 
rehabilitative services for Crawford 
County mmates was funded through a 
line-item of the Michigan Department 
of Corrections (MDOC) budget. Each 
year, $50,000 to $77,000 came to 
Crawford County to provide services. 

The CCAB was formed in 1989, 
under the authority of the newly formed 
state Office of Community Corrections 
(Public Act 511, 1988). 

The Office of Community 
Corrections was formed with the 
purpose of diverting inmates from jail 
and the overcrowded state prison 
system by providing the necessary 
rehabilitative resources to offenders 
at the county level. The Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners was 
the administrator of the program under 
the advisement of the local CCAB. 


Program services of the community 
corrections program included: court 
probationers working off costs and 
fines in community service jobs; 
alcohol and drug education programs 
andevaluations; alcohol and substance 
abuse individual, group and family 
counseling; high school completion 
assistance programs; community work 
programs; and job placement in 
Crawford and surrounding countics, 

Since 1978, the program served 
between 50 and 125 offenders each 
year under service contracts with 
Community, Family and Children’s 
Services (1978-1992) and New Life 
Community Services (1987-1993). 

Through the Office of Community 
Corrections, Crawford County 
received $72,000 in 1991 and again in 

1992, In 1993, due to budget cuts, the 
state granted $42,000 to the county 
program in six-month increments of 
$21,000. 

“Politics didn’t kill the program,” 
Capt, Mike Johnson of the Crawford 
County Sheriff Department and the 
chairman of the CCAB said. “The 
state changed the rules, We have a 
community we have 10 answer to, 

“The Public Act 511 program can’t 
be used for pretrial subjects, it can’t be 
used with felons and it can’t be used 
with first-time offenders. That limits 
who it can be used on,” Johnson said.

The guidelines on eligibility of 
offenders in the written agreement 
between Crawford County and the 
Office of Community Corrections 
specifically includes felony offenders, 
as long as they have been determined 
to be non-violent and non-assaultive, 
and long-term jail or prison bound. 

Thic agreement also states, “Third 
priority is given to programs which 
free jail beds through the increase of 
pretrial release options.” In fiscal 
1991-92, $3,000 of the community 
corrections grant was spent on pre- 
trial screenings and assessments of 
Crawford County inmates. First-time 
offenders are never mentioned in the 
agreement. 

“Since October of last year, there 
have been no inmates who have 
qualified for the program,” Johnson 
said. “The people we have in the 
Crawford County jail need to be in 
jail, They don’t need to be in the 
community,” 

Johnson said the Sheriff's trustee 
work program, similar to the 
community corrections work program, 
will continue as it has always done. 

“If we have people in jail who are 
trustworthy, they will be on the work 
program,” Johnson added. 

There may not have been any 
eligible inmates in Crawford County, 
according to Johnson, but even so he 
apparently wants the program to 
continue under a different authority. 


Atthe Feb. 18 meeting of the Northern 
Michigan Community Corrections 
Advisory Board (NMCCAB) in 
Gaylord, prior to the dissolution of the 
local CCAB, Johnson appeared in 
person to ask if the Crawford County 
program could be administered by that 
body. 

When asked about that meeting, 
NMCCAB program manager Frank 
Michels said, “I don’t want to get into 
politics, but you’re aware of the 
gridlock on the Crawford County 
board, they just didn’t spend any 
money. 

“We didn’t take any action on 
Johnson's request, but I think we're 
open to the idea of Crawford County 
joining our program,” Michels added.

The Michigan State University
